St. Louts, June 15.—Rvy a practically 
unanimous vote the striking street rail- 
way unlon. men decided today to accept 
anew propositton presented by their ex- 
ecutive committee to settle the basis of 
the clause regarding reinstatement with- 
out reference to the uniton. 

This action was brought about through 
the influence of Samuel Gompers,president 
of the American Federation of Labor, who 
arrived in St. Louis last night and was 
present at the mass meeting, which was 
held at the West End coliseum ‘today. 

The new plan of settlement is, there- 
fore. now in the hands of the executive 
committee, as follows: 

“The cuestion of reinstatement of form- 
er employees shall be submitted to arbi- 
tration. The executive board is hereby 
authorized to reach a settlement either 


through a conference and agreement with 
the company, or by submitting it to arbi- 


tration, as provided for in the above sec- | 


tion.’ 

Heretofore all plans have contemplated 
the reinstatement of all the employees. 
This matter is waived by the new plan 


and the reinstatement is left open to ar- | 


bitration. After the meeting had ad- 
journed President Gompers intimated that 
arrangements for opening negotiations 
with the Transit company were already 
under way.

Philadelphia, June 15.—Speculation, gos- 
sip and informal eonferences today 
among national committeemen and oth- 
er leading republicans who are here have 
failed to indicate a crystalization of sen- 
timent around any individual.

Washington, June 15.—It seems prob- 
able that, after all, the United States 
troops in the Philippines will be eglled 
upon to furnish a contingent to assist in 
the rescue of the foreign missionaries in 
China and in the protection of the foreign 
embassies and legations. A great change 
admgini istration in this 
regard, for ag late as yesterday there was 
a firm determination not to go beyond the 
employment of marines and sallors. There 
was still such a purpose when the cabi- 
net met this morning, and there is even 
now a disposition to limit the United 
States forces employed to the navy, if 
sufficient force can be secureg from that 
branch of the service.

BOERS TAKE UP 
NEW POSITION 


NEAR PRETORIA 


War Office at London Is Ex 
pecting Intelligence of 
Fresh Fighting, 


RUNDLES HAS A SKIRMISH 


Buller Is Now Expected To Move Into

BRITISH NOW WANT TOTAKE STEYS 


English Government Thinks the War 
Is So Near Over That Troops May 
Be Moved from South Africa 
To Take Part in Chi- 
nese Struggle. 


London, June 16.—4 a. m.—Lord Rob- 
erts’s dispatches leave affairs east of Pre- 
toria with the Boers withdrawn to new 
positions Tuesday. News of fresh fight- 
ing is expected at the war office, but none 
came last night. 

General Rundle’s patrol had a skirmish 
with Boer videttes again Wednesday. 
Some wonder is expressed here as to what 
he is doing with three divisions. It is 
assumed by some that General Buller will 
move into Orange River Colony and co- 
operate with Lord Methuen and General 
Rundle jin bagging President Steyn and 
his 7.C00 or 8,000 followers. 

Part of Christian Botha’s forte haga nalt- 
ed at Paardekop. eighten miles northwest 
of Volksrust. Boer parties are still near 
Volkspust and fire occasionally upon the 
British pickets. 

The British government is considering 
whether a substantial force should not 
be sent to China from South Africa. It 
is thought unofficially that Lord Roberts 
could spare a brigade or two and the 
necessary transports are now in South 
African waters. The commander of the 
expedition, it is said, would probably be 
General Sir William Nicholson. 

A dispatch from Lourenzo 
dated yesterday, says: 

‘Persons have arrived here who have 


seen the preparations of the Boers and. 


learned that they will retire when forced, 
through the Ly4@enburg district, into the 
Zoulpansbureg ‘region, adjoining Rhodesia 
and Gazaland.”’ 

The Daitiv Mail has a dispatch from 
Bloemfontein, dated Wednesday, saying: 


“General Dewet's attack on the railway 
was made after he had succeeded in luring 
Lord Methuen from where he had de- 
stroyed the line. Then he cleverly seized 
it north of Kroonstad, blew up the bridge 
and destroved a large section of the line 
with dynamite.’’ 

Major General Baden-Powell has been 
appointed to the rank of lieutenant gen-

M. Steyn, bearing in mind 
that his former advice was scouted, de- 
murred to this and pointed out that, ac- 
cording to the treaty between the repub- 
lics, neither could conclude peace without 
the other. 

“Mr. Kruger, equally unwilling to in- 
cur the charge of a breach of faith, had 
to continue the war. Nothing further is 
known regarding the rumored peace ne- 
gotiations. but it is a matter of notoriety 
that Mr. Kruger favors peace on almost 
any terms. but dislikes personally to take 
an initiative that would involve uncondl- 
tlonal surrender.”’

Philadelphia, June 15.—Diagrams show- 
ing where the state delegations will be 
seated in the convention hall were made 
public tonight. The task of assigting 
the delegations was performed by Ser- 
geant at Arms Wiswell. The delegates 
will be seated in four solid squares and 
in two oblongs which flank the quartet 
of blocks. The choicest seats will be oc- 
cupied by the delegations from Alabama, 
Tdaho, Indiana, New Jersey, New 
Hampshire, and Texas, they having been 
assigned to the front rows nearest the 

speaker’s platform. 

The delegations will be seated fn al- 
phabetical order, beginning at, the ob- 
long on the left. Alabama will occupy 
the first four rows. Arkansas will take 
up the next two rows and will be fol- 
lowed by California, Colorado, Connec- 
ticut and Georgia, with Illinois in the 
last southern row of the oblong. Idaho 
and Indiana will share the first three 
rows in the front square next to the left 
oblong. Then will come Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine and Mary- 
land delegations. Massachusetts’s thirty 
delegates will occupy the first two rows 
of the square directly back of the above 
mentioned section and to the rear of them 
will be seated the Minnesota, Mississippl, 
Missouri and Montana delegations, with 
Nevada and Nebraska bringing up the 
rear. 

New Hampshire will take up eight of 
the fourteen seats in the front row in the 
third _square, which is across the main 
aisle from the first square. New Jersey 
wil] occupy the other six seats and all of 
the second row.

Mr. Nabeshima, the Japanese charge, 
pointed out that the United States was in 
a ‘position to act with far greater ad- 
vantage than any other of the great pow- 
ers, as the forwarding of a jange military 
force by any one of them would excita 
suspicion and opposition, whereas such a 
course by the United States wag absolute- 
ly above guspicion. 

The Chinese minister showed the deep- 
est interest in the course of the United 
States relative to the dispatch of troops, 
but in the absence of advices from his 
government indicating the policy on such 
movements he did not wish to discusg 
the effect of the action. 


ARE VIRTUALLY PRISONERS. 


Members of ‘the Foreign Legations 
Ate Held in Pekin. 


London, June 16.—This is the situation 
in China as it appears to the Shanghai 
correspondent of The Daily Express 
cabling last evening: 

“It is really a state of veiled war. The 
members of the foreign legations in Pe- 
kin are virtually prisoners, and the 
Chinese troops are only restrained from 
attacking them by fear of the legation 
guards. 

“Meanwhile the ministers are altogether 
unable to communicate with the officers 
commanding the relief column, which is 
making an enforced and isolated halt be- 
tween Tien Tsin and Pekin. The walls of 
the capital are guarded by 100,000 imperial 
troops. The gates are heavily defended 
with modern guns. Genera] Tung, acting 
under orders from the empress dowager, 
Says that no more foreign troops shall en- 
ter the sacred city. 

» On Monday the ministers sent a de- 
mand to the tsung li yamen that the 
Bates be opened, declaring that otherwise 
the foreign troops would enter forcibly, 
To this no reply wag given.

TICKETS TO SESSION APPORTIONED 


Democrats Will Find the Building 
Ready by J uly 4 and ‘Accommo- 
dations for All Who Attend 
Without the Robbing

Kansas City, Mo., June 15.—Six members 
of the democratic executive committee on 
arrangements for the Kansas City con- 
vention held 4, brief meeting here today. 
The members came particularly to in- 
vestigate the oft-repeated charges that 
the Kansas City hotel keepers are de- 
manding extortionate rates for the enter- 
tainment of convention guests. Before 
the sub-committee left Kansas City this 
evening, National Chairman Jamies K. 


Jones issued 4 statement to the country 


in which he gives assurance that not only 
can accommodations be had at reasonabic 
rates, but that, as the situation appears 
to him, convention visitors to Kansas 
City may be taken care of at more rea- 
sonable rates than has been the case at 
any former convention. 

The sub-committee also carefully in- 
vestigated the progress being made in the 
buflding of the contention hall. Some 
doubt was expressed by members of the 
committee whether the great hall could be 
completed by July 4th, and there was talk 
of urging the local committee to have a 
night shift of mechanics put to work up- 
on the bufiding, but after the sub-commit- 
tee had been in conference with the local 
committees and the supervising architect 
they no longer doubted the assurances 
that the hall would be finished in time. 

After the adjournment it wWas stated 
that the only business of public intsrest 
transacted was the apportionment of tick- 
ets of admission to the convention among 
the delegates and alternates.

WHO WAS IT THAT 
LED LEE TO REAR? 


Columbus Veteran Tells What Ho 
Knows of Incident, 


THINKS A TEXAN WAS THE MAN | 


Says He Saw General Lee Talking 
with Texas Soldier. 


TILLINGHAST WAS CARRYING MESSAGE 


Gen. Perry Needed Help and Wrote 
to Gen. Anderson—Was Then 
Tillinghast Saw Lee.

Columbus, Ga., June 15.—(Spécial.)—Mr. 
G. W. Tillinghast is a confederate vete- 
ran of this city who thinks that the pub- 
lication that Mr. A. EB. Graves, of Una- 
dilla, Ga., led General Lee to the rear at 
the tattle of the Wilderness is f{ncorrect. 

“IT was somewhat surprised to see a 
letter from Unadilla, Ga., in a recent is- 
sue of the Constitution signed ‘A. E. 
Graves,’ who claims to have been 4 mem- 
ber of the Forty-fifth Georgia regiment, 
and further claims ‘to have led Lee to 
the rear ‘at the battle of the Wilderness,”’ 
said Mr. Tillinghast to The Constitution 
correspondent today. 

‘“T am aware of the fact that old sol- 
diers in relating what they said and did 
during the war are prone to get things 
mixed,’’ he continued. “I have been con- 
nected with newspapers for more than 
thirty years. (Mr. Tillinghast is a vete- 
ran printer), and have always heard that 
it was a member of the Texas brigade 
that did this deed. At that battle I was a 
member of Perry’s Florida brigade, at 
that time consisting of three regiments, 
Anderson's division, A. P. Hill's corps, 
and it occupted a position on the left 
of the plank road, less than a half mils 
from it, and there were no troops in 
sight on our left. When the enemy ap- 
proached within gunshot, General Perry, 
realizing that his left flank was exposed, 
and that there were no troops to resist 
the onward march of the enemy, wrote 
on a niece of paper with a pencil, ‘Sena 
me help. BE. A. Perry, brigadier genreal,’ 
and instructed me to give it to any gen- 
eral that I could find. I found General 
R. H. Anderson. my division commander, 
with General Lee on the plank road, 
and handed him the note. General Lee 
and Anderson were both on their horses, 
and some of General Anderson's staff 
were with him, among them Captain 
Shannon. ‘General Anderson addressed 
Genera] Lee, and had to do so twice be- 
fore he got his attention, as General Lee 
was in conversation with a soldier who 
had a gun in his hand, and as the sol- 
dier left him I heard the words uttered 
by him, I will do it.’. General Lee then 
turned to General Anderson and _ said: 
‘Tell General Perry to do the best he can; 
I have no help to send him!’ 

‘General Anderson then turned to Cap- 
tain Shannon and ordered him to accom- 
pary me and explain to General Perry 
why he could not send any help. 

“We had not gone much more 
than the distance where I had ieft 
my command when [I started on my er- 
rand, meeting many wounded and terri- 
fied soldiers as we advanced forward in 
the woods, myself in the lead, when Cap- 
tain Shannon exclaimed, ‘Don’t you see 
them vankeces’ (but a short distance off), 
and wheeled his horse in an opposite di- 
rection—and it was but a short time af- 
ter that -wheel that I was again in the 
lead. 

“General Perry’s command had been 
completely routed, and we hastened back 
and informed General Anderson. He or- 
dered the Mississippi brigade (Harris's) 
which, I supposed, had been held in re- 
serve for the plank road, forward, and 
they, with a yell, soon had the yankees 
fleeing at a much greater speed than that 
of the Floridians. We were then in pos- 
session of the ground on that part of the 
line over which we had fought. I] then 
soon found General Perry, with what 
portion of his command he had succeeded 
in rallying, himself wounded in the ankle, 
but refusing to leave the fleld, notwith- 
standing this fact. He directed me to 
find General Anderson andinform him of 
his whereabouts and get instructions as 
to what to do. While hunting for Gen- 
eral Anderson, some distance in the rear 
of where we had been fighting, between 
8 and 9 o'clock at night, I came across the 
‘fly’ of a tent stretched, with one odccu- 
pant, sitting at a table, and cried, ‘Hello.’ 
When he raised his head I recognized 
General Lee. In a milder tone of voice 
I informed him that I was looking for 
General Anderson. He told me that I 
would find General Hill, pointing in the 
distance, about a mile away, and I could 


| learn there, as Anderson's division was 


in Hill’s corps. So in a shot time I ac- 
complished my missiom 

“Soon after the war I read of ‘Lee led 
to the rear’ by a soldier of the Texas 
brigade in the newspapers and have fre- 
quently seen it republished. The soldier

Many southern chautaugquas have 
made efforts to secure men on this sub- 
ject, but owing to the waste and great 
expense in transporting the liquid air for 
the demonstrations, they have heretofore 
been unable to have this feature. The 
Marietta chautauqua considers itself es- 
pecially fortunate in securing so noted a 
man as Professor Foster. A great oppor- 
tunity that our people have never before 


| had of hearing and seeing what this most 


wonderful thing does will be offered. It is 
claimed that this will be the first exhibl.

could be driven into inch plank. A match 
applied to liquid air will produce a beau~ 
tiful flame so hot as to rapidly melt steel] 
or iron. By its use a cancer has been

No second magnitude stars were 0D 
served with the naked eye. Most of the 
observers saw an!ly Mercury. The high 
degree of iliumination operated unfavor- 
ably in the study of the outer corona, 

“The fall of temperature and “rising 
breeze were distinctly noticeable before 
totality. No change in direction of the 
wind was noted. Shadow bands’ were 
seen, but those observers who attempted 
to measure their velocity found.them too 
rapid and flickering for any aguccessful 
work in this direction. 

“It wags noticed that the birds were se 
lent during totality, but true to their ya- 
ture, the English sparrows were last to 
be stil] and first to begin thefr discussion 
of the eciipse after the return of light.

Was caught by the equatoria] streamers. 
Father Woodman described the

“All observers reported a 
Carrying out of the programme. 
Greatest interest centered in the direct 
corona negatives taken with the 135-foot 
telescope. Mr. Smillie exposed six 30x30 
plates during totality, with times ranging 
from one-half to sixteen seconds. All 
these negatives have not yet been develop- 
ed. Those of one-half second, two sec- 
onds and four seconds expose have been 
hurriedly examined, however; and they 
give clear indications of the crossing and 
re-crossing of fllaments like the appear- 
ance of a field of grain bending in the 
wind.

Sam Jones gratified and fulfilled the ex- 
pectat crowd that filled the 
Tabernacle last night by indulging in the 
usual preliminary talk before he began 
his serma@a He was not in his usual 
form, or his heart was not {tn what he 
said, for he fel far short of some of his 
past “‘preliminanries.’’ His statements 
might have been considered spicy coming 
from any one else, but Mr. Jones has 
@one so much better work as a denuncia- 
tor of people and things that failed to 
please him that his remarks appeated 
lacking itn forcefulness and plcturesque 
phraseology. 

He devoted his remarks to a humorous 
fling at the newspapers, paving particular 
attention to The Atlanta Journal. 

The full reports of the meeting, said the 
evangelist, could be found in The Weekly 
Journal. 

“T mean the w-e-a-k-l-v Journal,” he 
drawled and the crowd laughed appreci- 
atively. 

Mr. Jones began by announcing that 
there would be no services at the Taber- 
nacle tonight. He will preach there Sun- 
day morning and at the auditorium in 
Piedmont park in the afternoon. This 
Sundev afternoon service will be held at 
the nark be@Aause of the greater seating 
eapacity of the auditorium there. 

“T would like to get 10,000 persons with- 
in sound of my voice,” said the Evange- 
list.

The march of an international col- 
umn, from Tien Tsin on the Pei Ho 
river, is the greatest military move- 
ment of modern times. The objective 
point is Pekin, but the difficulties in 
the way are very serious. 

One of the principal objects of the 
expedition is to reopen the railway 
line seventy miles long between Tien 
Tsin and Pekin. 

In the marching column are 915 
Englishmen, 250 Germans, 300 Rus- 
sians. 128 Frenchmen, 104 Americans, 
52 Japanese, 40 Italians and 25 Aus- 
trians. 

This is a very small force to send 
into the heart of a country with 400,- 
000,000 inhabitants, but behind these 
brave men are hundreds of other mil- 
lions and unlimited resources. The 
talk of Japanese domination is idle, 
England and America are too far 
away. Russia will soon be the lead- 
ing power in the east, and it will be 
a case of the survival of the fittest. 
From the very first the records of his- 
tory show that the northern nations 
have always triumphed in every con- 
flict, and even in our own country the 
chivalry of the confederacy had to 
surrender to the armies of the north. 

Russia will in/the coming century 
be the controlling power of the globe. 
England’s colonies will set up inde- 
pendent establishmenfs, and the Amer- 
ican republic, with itg changes of 
policy every four years, will have to 
rank as a second or third-rate power.

AN EARLY ATLANTA 
INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE 


A century ago the south led in manu- 
factures, and also in commerce. 

Our seaport towns then did a bigger 
business than the cities of the north, and 
Charleston, for instance, was a more im- 
portant commercial center than New 
York. 


Our people bought more slaves, and we 
driftegd into agriculture. 

After that there was no progress in 
the manufacturing line. 

But the rude shock of our civil war 
started us on the line of industrial prog- 
ress for the second time. 

Blockaded, with no communication with 
the outside world, we soon realized our 
utter helplessness. Something had to be 
done at once, and the young men who 
had formerly devoted their lives to the 
professions went to work in earnest on 
more practical lines. 


After the first year of the war: w@ 
found that we needed matches. They 
were needed in every household, day and 
night, by the richest and the poorest. 

But how were we to get them? 

They could not be run through the 
blockade in sufficient quantities to sup- 
ply us, and it became evident that we 
would have to manufacture them here at 
home. 


At that time Mr. James McPherson 
was Atlanta's leading bookseller. He was 
a man of remarkable public spirit and 
generosity, and out of his limited means 
he succeeded in runnigg the blockade 
with a lot of machinery and phosphorous. 

He started a factory in our suburbs, 
and in a short time he had a fine match 
factory in operation. 

The factory was situated a few miles 
from Atlanta, and the matches were al- 
ways deposited here in McPherson's 
bookstore, and sold there by wholesale 
and retail. 


The matches were made from poplar 
blocks and were sold in that way, as the 
factory was not provided with a separat- 
ing machine. 

But the inexperienced operatives found 
that they could not turn out good 
matches. 

At first their efforts succeeded in mak- 
ing them available only by bringing them 
in contact with the dying embers in a 
fireplace, but this was inconvenient, and 
efforts were made to improve their qual- 
ity. 


Finally, the composition was changed, 
but after that it was found that the 
matches blazed up at the slightest touch. 

It was not necessary to strike these 
matches. They were self-acting and un- 
expectedly broke out at odd hours of the 
day and night. 

The clerks in the bookstore had double 
work in those exciting days. When they 
were selling books they had to wateh the 
big boxes with the matches, and roll 
them out into the street the moment 
they began to smoke. 

Once in the street the boxes would be 
emptied and the contents left until they 
were reduced to ashes. 

There was not much profit In an article 
containing the elements of self-destruc- 
tion and a night watchman had to be 
employed to remain in the store and 
drag out the boxes as soon-as they show- 
ed evidence of spontaneous combus- 
tion. 

Of course, our Atlanta people were 
proud of this enterprise. They regarded 
it as a sign of progress, and patronized it 
to the fullest extent. 


'We knew how to use these matches. 
We had to light them by a fire or smash 
them with a hammer, but all the same, 
we were proud of them., 

After our matches had been on the 
market a short time the discovery was 
made that the composition was a first- 
Class rat poison. 

Here was a new source of revenue for 
the manufacturer and the stuff was then 
put up in little boxes and advertised as 
a rat exterminator. 


If McPherson was not proud of the 
quality of his matches, he had good rea- 
son to boast of the quality of his rat 
poison. 

The new compound sold _ raptdly, be- 
cause the supplies of grain stered in the 
city by the confederates drew flerce ro- 
dents of the largest size. 

An atu incident injured the 
popularity of this early Atlanta indus- 
try. 

Mr. John M. Holbrdok, the leading hat- 
ter here, had no end of trouble with rats, 
and he decided to exterminate them. He 
stepped across the street to McPherson's 
bookstore and purchased two boxes of 
the stuff. 


Then, In his own store, 
some slices of hard, stale 
spread on the poison.

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Georgia will send to Kansas City next, 


month the largest delegation that ever 
went from the state to a national con- 
vention. Arrangements were finally com- 
pleted yesterday for an entire special 
train to convey the party, which is to be 
made up not only of the accredited dele- 
gates who will occupy seats in the con- 
vention, but of numerous parties from 
different portions of the state. 

Through the Young Men’s Democratic 
Leagife of Fulton, Atlanta will have the 
largest representation of any city in the 
state, and it was through the co-opera- 
tion of the league committee with the 
Georgia delegates that a special train 
over the Louisville and Nashville was 
made possible. At the convention which 
nominated Grover Cleveland for a sec- 
ond term the young democrats of Fulton 
were on hand with a party of 300 Geor- 
gians, and practically the entire party 
joined the members of the league in the 
distinctive dress worn by them on that 
oceasion. The democratic league of Ful- 
ton county made not only a splendid 
showing, but attracted national atten- 
tion, and it is the desire of the officers 
that the organization shall make at Kan- 
sas City even a better appearance than

The Georgia special for the Missouri 
metropolis will leave this city on the 
evening of July ist, and the trip, which 
is made in thirty-six hours, will put the 
Georgians in Kansas City on the morn- 
ing before the convention meets. This 
will give the delegation a chance to lo- 
cate its bearings and cast an eye over 
the ambitious field of vie presidential 
candidates.

This is a point in favor of the delegation 
and if the rerpesentatives of other states 
feel the same way it is calculated to 
mean much to the democratic nominee. 


In the heat of the lively contest over 
Georgia’s big four to Kansas City, in the 
convention Thursday, a considerable in- 
terest was attracted to the rule of the 
house of representatives, read by Hon. 
Roland Ellis, of Bibb, which prohibits 
any member from changing his vote un- 
less it happens that the member voteil 
under a misapprehension. This is a rule 
distinctly of the Georgia legislature, and 
as the convention had adopted the rules 
of the house as its code of procedure, this 
rule relative to changing votes should 
have been enforced at once. 

“T was a member of the house in 1886,”’ 
said Attorney General Terrell yesterday, 
‘when this rule was first proposed. The 
election of a solicitor for the Macon clir- 
cuit was on and there were two candi- 
dates and a very hot contest. Just at 
the last moment, before the roll of the 
counties had been finished, several mem- 
bers arose and changed their votes to 
John L. Hardeman from the other can- 
didate. This brought on a stampede for 
Hardeman and he was elected by a large 
majority. 

“There was no protest raised at the 
time against the manner in which the 
votes had been changed, but the com- 
mittee on rules quietly brought in an 
amendment providing that in future no 
member of the body should be permitted 
to change his vote unless he had voted 
The 
amendment to the rules was adopted and 
ever since that time it has been unlawful 
for a representative to change his vote 
unless he announced that it had been 
cast under a misapprehension. 
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There was one feature of the platform 
adopted by the convention which was fn 
the nature of a handsome tribute to one 
member of congress by his fellow mem- 
bers. This was the clause in the anti- 
imperialistic plank, which referred to the 
commercial phase of the question. As is 


well known, that plank as adopted was 
practically the one agreed upon by the 
senators and congressmen who got to- 
gether and discussed the question on 
Wednesday night. While.they have all 
stood together with other democrats in 
congress in this fight against the repub- 
lican policy of imperialism, and while all 
have made strong and able speeches upon 
the principles involved, it remained for 
Mr. Howard, of the eighth district, to 
expose the claims of great commercial 
advantage to result from the acquisition 
of this foreign territory which the re- 
publicans have been advancing. Mr. 
Howard's speech was one of the notable 
speeches on the question in congress, be- 
cause it treated the subject in an entirely 
different way from anybody else. He 
confined himself absolutely to a discus- 
sion of the commercial possibilities of the 
Philippines themselves and of the possi. 
ble benefit to be derived in the acquire 
ment of increased trade in China. His 
speech Was absolutely non-political and 


yet it was such a valuable addition to the 
literature on~the subject that the dem- 
ocratic committee has decided to scatter 
it broadcast through the land during the 
coming campaign. The clause in the 
platform bearing upon this subject was 
in the nature, therefore, of an indorse- 


ment of Mr. Howard. 


There was considerable disappointmeng 
among the representatives of the liquor 
interests of the state over the failure of 
the platform committee to incorporate q 
plank declaring for local option. Such a 
declaration was left out largely at the 
instance of the governor and other candi- 
dates for office, who held that it would 
not be wise to inject the prohibition ques- 
tion into the campaign in any way. They 
argue that the question is in no sense 
political, but that it is a moral question 
and should not be made a political issue. 
The men who have money invested in 
breweries and in the liquor business gen- 
erally felt that as local option—opposition 
to all sumptuary legislation—is democratic 
doctrine, they had a right to ask that 
a specific declaration in favor of local 
option should be incorporated into the 
platform. The vote against them in the 
committee was, however, 12 to 7. 


Representative Livingston left the city 
yesterday afternoon for Kings, in New- 
ton county. He will remain at home for 
several weeks and then is going up to 
Morehead City, N. C., to fish with his 
friend, George Scoville. Colonel Livings- 
ton does not expect to go out to the Kan- 
sas City convention. His health has not 
been very good at times during the past 
year, and he feels that the long trip out 
to Kansas City would be an unnecessary 
strain upon his physical resources. -The 
colonel is the originator of the boom for 
Judge Parker, of New York, for the vice 
presidency, but is going to leave that 
boom to the tender mercies of the Kansas 
City convention. “What we ought to 
do, in my opinion,” he said yesterday, “‘is 
to find some good man from New York, 
and I believe Parker fills the bill. You 
know he has always been very successful 
in carrying the state even when other 
democratic candidates were defeated, and 
while I do not Know him personally, I 
understand. that he in every way fills the 
bill.’”’ 


Judge Horace Holden, of Talliaferro, en- 
joys the distinction of being the youngest 
judge in Georgia, or will énjoy wh@. he 
goes upon the bench. He is not yet thirty- 
five years of age. Judge Holden was 
one of the judicial contingent on hand at 
the convention and he was a man much 
sought after by visitors from all parts 
of the state. Everybody in politics loves a 
winner, and the splendid vietory which 
Judge Holden won makes him a marked 
man. The judgeship of the northern cir- 
cuit is one notable for a long line of able 
occupants. and those familiar with the 
new judge’s ability predict that he will 
measure fully up to the high standard of 
the past. 


Solicitor General Joe Reynolds, of Au- 
gusta, divided honors with Solicitor Gen- 
eral Billy Osborne, of Savannah, in the 
line of congratulations and popularity. The 
successful fights which these two young 
men waged attracted the attention of the 
entire state, and politician and arcadian 
alike lost no opportunity to impress upon 
these two young men that they had dem- 
onstrated the right to be regarded the 
“real thing.” 


Charley Northen, of Fulton, who, with 
Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, per- 
formed the duties of secretary to the state 
convention, was one of the most popular 
of the young democrats attending the 
gathering. Charley Northen filled the of- 
fice of secretary of the last senate with 
ability and thorough satisfaction to the 
members of that body. He announced 
yesterday that his chances for re-election 
were good, and that no opposition what- 
ever had developed to him. Secretary 
Northen is chairman of the transportation 
committee of the ung Men’s Democratic 
League of Fulton, and was largely instru- 
mental in securing for Georgia a special 
train to Kansas City. 


The members of the state executive 
committee from the fourth congressional 
district named at the convention Thurs- 
day are Warner Hill, of Meriwether, and 
George P. Monroe, of Marion. The name 
of the latter, who is one of the leading 
young party men of middle Georgia, was 
left out of the report inadvertantly. 


Governor Allen D. Candler, accompanied 
by Clark Howell, both of whom are trus- 
tees of the state university, left for Ath- 
ens yesterday at noon to attend the meet- 
ings of the board. The governor will be 
engaged with the trustees for several days 
and will not return to his office probably 
until Tuesday or Wednesday of next week.

The task of properly completing the 
census of Allanta by midnight yesterday 
was found to be an impossible one, and 
the department of census at Washington 
has granted an extension of twenty-four 
hours, or tntil midnight tonight. 

Today the seven districts in which the 
work is unfinished will be covered by fy 
large and aggressive force of enumera- 
tors. It is believed by Special Agent 
Caldwell that the extra time allowed him 
will suffice to wing up the difficult can- 
vass. 

Positively no more procrastinat*on will 
be permitted on the part of thoss who 
have been given blanks, but have failed 
to fill them out, and the downright recal- 
citrants will be visited by United States 
deputy marshals during the day and ta- 
ken before the Unitei States commission- 
er for trial for contempt. If found guilty, 
a fine of $100 will be imposed, and in de- 
fault of payment, the penalty ts im- 
prisonment for sixty days. It is expected 
that a number of arrests will have to be 
made this morning. 

Special Agent Caldwell expressed hir- 
self yesterday as highly gratifed with 
the way unrecorded citizens have been 
sending in their olanks, or asking ar. 
enumerator to call at a definite time, 
within the last few days. He gave The 
Constitution credit in a large measure for 
arousing the people to a semse of thelr 
duty and impressing upon them what the 
defiance of the law meant, 

All day yesterday a man was kept busy 
answering inquiries by telephone, and 
Captain Caldwell and an assistant had 
their hands full in fill:ng blanks for par- 
ties who called at the census office in per- 
son. It is earnestly desired that those 
who have reason to fear that they will be 
left out of the census will communicate 
with the office in the postoffice building, 
room 25, second floor. 

Last night the hotels and apartment 
houses on Peachtree street, wher3 the 
work has progressed most unsatisfactor- 
ily, were completed, and little remains to 
be done among the elusive negroes on De- 
catur street. The seven districts men- 
tioned as being uncompleted are behind 
because the enumerators underestimated 
their task, rather than because an un- 
usual number of their residents were 
negligent or perverse in complying with 
the requirements of the census. 

In reviewing the iabor of taking the 
end of the century census in Atlanta, 
Captain Caldwell remarked that Atlanta 
would have reason to feel proud of the 
showing made. While the figures may at 
first blush seem disappointing, when an- 
alyzed they will show that local popula- 
tion estimates have been conservative 
enough. Captain Caldwell says that fully 
%,000 people should be entitled to cail 
themselves Atlantians who do not reside 
within the corporate limits. He made the 
significant assertion that Atlanta will 
show a larger percent of Igtrease within 
the past ten years than any of the cities 
of the state, and possibly only Birming- 
am, Ala., will surpass her in this respect 
in the entire south. 

Speaking of the negro population of At- 
lanta, Captain Caldwell said that the 
work of his enumerators among them was 
Most satisfactory.

Special Census Agent William &. Waud- 
by, of Washington, D, C., declares that 
when the enumerators are ready to an- 
nounce the result of their work all citi- 
zens of Atlanta will be on the roll. He 
has been gathering statistics for sixteen 
years, and is regarded by department of- 
ficlals at Washington as one of the most 
efficient men of the corps. 

He is what ig known the “trouble 
man” for Tennessee, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida. The only matter of a serious 
nature which he has been called upon 
to adjust since he came to Georgia was 
the Augusta negro enumerator assign- 
ment, which is settled to the satisfaction 
of the Augusta people prior to June Ist. 
He anticipates an excellent census from 
that city, 

“The impression seems to prevail among 
the good citizens of Atlanta that the 
census enumeration was completed in this 
city last night, but such is not the fact,” 
se — Census Agent William 8. 

“While it ig true that the census act 
Irovides that ‘all cities and towns of 8,000 
Population and upward’ must be com- 
pieted within the ten-day limit, any citi- 
zen who has reason to believa that he 
has been missed by the enumerator of 
his district, or if, knowing of any per- 
son who hag been omitted by reason of 
being absent from the city, or'for any 
other reason, tf these parties will notify 
the officers at Room 25, custom house, 
their names will be properly entered in 
the district to which they belong. 

“It is the intention of Director Merri- 
am ‘to have as correct a census as hu- 
man ingenuity can command:’ and we 
wish the colored citizens as well ag the 
white, to assist in every way in their 
power to accomplish this end.

The plans 
were laid out carefully and LaFayette 
was actually released by the two enthusi- 
astic Americans, placed on a horse and 
had ridden thirty miles before he was 
overtaken by a body of Austrian troops. 
Young Huger and@,ghis companion were 
both captured a few miles from the scene 
of their audacious deed and thrown in 
prison. LaFayette might have escaped 
with ease, but he knew that his deliverers 
had been taken and he was not willing, 
so the story goes, to obtain his freedom 
while the two brave Americans lJanguish- 
ed in prison. In the course of a few 
months, through the influence of Thomas 
Pinckney, then minister to England, Hu- 
ger and his friend were released. La: 
Fayette also soon obtained his release, 
but the gallant Frenchman never forgot 
Huger or his companion. Later when the 
marquis ywisited America he was met by 
young Huger in New York and together 
the two traveled through the southern 
states.

UPDEGRAFF AND AIKEN AGREE. 


Letter Reaches Savannah from the 
Naval Observatory. 
Savannah, Ga., Jure 15.—(Special.)—Dr, 
W. F. Aiken received a letter Wednesday 
from Professor M. Updegraff, of the 
United States naval observatory at 
Washington, who was one of the chief 
observers of the solar eclipse at Barnes- 
ville, in reference to his theory as to the 

cause of the shadow bands. 

Dr, Aiken forwarded advance proofs of 
the article published in The Constitution 
of Monday to Professor Updegraff, with 
special drawings. In acknowledging their 
receipts Professor Updergraff said that 
he had not read the article critically, 
and had not yet had time to go into the 
matter thoroughly, but he was struck 
with Dr. Aiken's theory and with the 
clearness of his reasoning, and he was 
inclined to the belief that he had given 
a correct explanation of the phenome- 
non. Professor Updegraff’s further re- 
port will be read with interest by those 
who have read Dr. Aiken's article. 

Professor Updegraff said that Profes- 
sor Ashmore’s drawing of the corona, 
which from tthe first was regarded by 
experts as the best that was made at 
Barnesville, has been proven by the pho- 
tographs of the eclipse so far as tha 
plates have been developed. The ex- 
tremely warm weather in Washington 
has made the developing of the photo- 
graphic negatives of the corona a very 
delicate and difficult matter. Only a few 
negatives have been developed, and a 
further attempt will not be made until 
cooler weather. 

Dr.- Aiken has developed only one of 
the plates he exposed to the shadow 
bands. There were on this plate no signs 
of the light or dark waves as they were 
seen during the eclipse. Their absence 
from the developed negative was no sur- 
rise, however, to Dr. Aiken,:- who had 
little hope of being able on account of 
the darkness and the flickering character 
of the shadow bands, to secure a photo- 
graph of them. Dr. Aiken also encoun-

A led 
refusal on Liverpool’s fart to be governed 
events here, together with the appearance of 
formidable foreign buying orders, disconcert- 
ed operators on the call and led to a scramble 
for cover, on which prices advanced 2 to 5 
po'rts. During the rest of the forenoon prices 
continued to work: steadily upward on persis- 
tent and free purchases by representatives of 
influential forign houses. Bullish enthusiasm 
failed to kindle {n local circles, however, and 
with a lull in European buying speculation 
came to a standstill. Nevertheless, no ef- 
fort was made by bears in the direction of 
recovering the ground lost during the fore- 
noon, and prices held well up to the best ftc- 
ures of the day. In the mid-afternoon small 
amounts of cotton, held by investors on which 
fair profits existed, came out under a forecast 
for much better weather throughout the belt 
tomorrow. Early reports from the Memphis 
dirtrict indicate a deplorable state of af- 
fairs as a result of unbroken rains which in 
some instances reached well nigh cloudburst 
proportion.

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Woman's View of Boer Question, 


There are many Atlantians familiar 
with the name of Mrs. John Hays Ham- 
mond. She was in Atlanta several years 
ago, previous to her going to Scuth 
Africa with her husband, and is a wo- 
man of rare cultute and intellect. 

Mrs. Hammond has how beet ih the 
Transv2a] about three years, and wit 
her bright mind at work, is 
prepared to write much that fs tnterest- 
ing on the Boer question. In The Out- 
look of June 16th Mra. Hammond has a 
most interesting article dealing with 
the present status of the Boer in the 
_Transvaal. Of the women, she writes: 

“The Boer woman its not ah interesting 
study. She {is rarely yefsonally attractive 
after her early youth, is of the sama type 
and social class of the mountaineers of 
Kentucky and Tennessee—dresses much 
as they 4o, in coloured calico, and is as 
prolific. She ts inert bodily and mentally, 
quickly grows old and very obese. The 
Boer women are shrewd, but ignorant 
and unimaginative: they are personally 
unclean!y and poor housekeepers; indeed, 
there is very little hosckceping attempt- 
ed. On the outside, or country, farms, the 
houses are of sunburned brick with 
earthen floors, usually smeared with beef- 
bioed or cow-dung. Of course the houge- 
holds of Pretoria are modified by civilized 
association, and amene the town Boers 
there is a general disposition to educate 
the childrén and ornrament the homes. 
These efforts are, if still somewhat crude, 
yet praiseworthy.’ 

Of the Boer envoys who have been so 
courteously welcomed by Mayor Van 
Wyck, of New York, 
tude toward the Boers, 
aptiy observes: 

“The Boer envoys who have-beecfi so 

courteously welcomed by Mayor Van 
Wrvyek, of New York (who, like many Boer 
admirers in this country, has a name of 
Dutch extraction, and little else in com- 
mon with them,) speak much of lberty 
and independenca, and intrude themselves 
into 2 close relationship with their ‘big 
brother, the American republic.’ -.To a 
people so generous and quick-hearted as 
ourselves there is a catching pathos in 
their simple appeal for sympathy, and the 
impulsive ones among us are ready to 
take active measures toward their suc- 
cor. A little reflection, awa little sober ex- 
amination of the facts, will convince the 
most enthusiastic of these partisans that 
between the Transvaal ‘republic’ and the 
republic of the United States there is Ta) 
parallel but in name. Our national code 
of morals is in no way akin to the ethics 
of the Transvaal republic. We offer a 
home to the industrious; we sive equal 
rights to all men, the negro included; we 
eive representation to the taxpayer, 
franchise to immigrants after a very short 
residence, and the voting immigrant the 
privilege of election to every govern- 
mental office save that of president. Our 
democratic fornt of governmenry represents 
in the highest degree individual liberty 
and freedom as fer as it is consistent with 
the rights others. , 
“As against this system of government, 
the Boers have earried their destre for 
freedom and liberty to the extreme of H- 
cence. They resent, collectively and indi- 
vidually, any attempt toward government- 
al control, and they are especially antago- 
nistic to attempts to raise revenue, of 
themselves or their property, by taxation. 
The great trek of 1836 attests this, and 
the history of the Dutch settlers In South 
Africa, prior to English occupation, proves 
conclusively their ineradicable hatred of 
governmental control. and their’ great 
aversion to being ineorporated into the 
body politic and thereby being compelled, 
on account of community of interest, to 
defray the cost of government. This 
very desire for individual Mberty, to the 
extent of absolute lack of resvnonsibility 
and obligation to the community in which 
they reside, has made it always imposs!- 
ble for the Boers of the Transvaal type 
to maintain unaided a permanent govern- 
ment, 

“While it is true that America—the asy- 
lum of all distressed people—would accord 
a hearty welcome to the Boers, it is none 
the less true that the Boers would not find 
their environment here at all congenial. 
Their conception of liberty would render 
irtsome to them even the few restraints 
and the few obligations imposed by this 
country upon its citizens.” 
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Bishop Kelley.

Women’s and Men’s Brains. 


The oft discussed question as to the re- 
lative size of men’s and women’s brains 
was the subject matter of an interesting 
article by Alexander Sutherland, who 
heretofore has been an ardent advocate 
of the equality of the sexes, and the fact 
that man’s brain is no larger in propor- 
tion to his body than woman's in pro- 
portion to hers. 

As @ result of his recent investigations, 
however, he has found that the generally 
conceived idea that men really have 
more braing than women is correct. Mr. 
Sutherland says: 

“There were 91 men and 116 women, 
whose bodies were between 30 and 9% 
kilograms. The brains of .the men 
weighed 1,348 grams and those of the 
women 1,206, which gives the men 4n e€x- 
cess of li per cent, There were 206 men 
and 123 women whose body weights lay 
between 40 and 49 kilograms. The brains 
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of the men averaged 1,362 grams, those of 
the women only 1,215. Here the men have 
the advantage by 12 per cent. Between 
50 and 69 kilograms there were 148 men 
and 50 women. The men’s brains aver- 
aged 1,370 grams, the women’s only 1,245. 
The excess is 10 per cent in favor of the 
men,”’
